Dr. 
Swift, one-time State representative 
from Beaver county' and floor leader 
in the Legislature, spoke under the 
auspices of the National Reformed 
Association. 
His subject was “Pil­ 
lars and Perils of Democracy.” 
During the first twenty years of 
the 
twentieth century, then* were 
1,883,591 divorces in 3,030 counties 
in the United States, Dr. Sw ift de­ 
clared. “This large number of broken 
homes,” the speaker continued, “left 
1,318,000 children under ten years of 
age without home ties.” 


An alani!ing figure was then pre­ 
sented by the speaker when he stated 
that 69.7 per cent of all the criminals 
in tho United States today come from 
the children of broken homes. 
“The 
hope of this great land of ours lies 
in the home,” Dr. Swift went on, “and 
every one of us should add our voice 
*o those who fight against this awful 
menace to society and the world.”
